A united labor fron t in Ne­ 
braska was effected at the joint 
meetings this week of represen­ 
tatives of the AFL, CIO and rail­ 
road 
brotherhoods, 
with 
more 
than 40 delegates present at the 
sessions, held at the Cornhusker 
hotel. Roy Brewer, president of 
the Nebraska Federation of Labor, 
presided. 
For purposes of uniting the

organizations, to effec­ 
tively carry out a definite pro­ 
gram in the crucial y ear preced­ 
ing the presidential election, a 
fusion group was named, known 
as the United Labor Legislative 
Council of Nebraska.
